FOOT AND A HALF OF SNOW.

This is the 
heaviest, snow full ever known here. All 
business is suspended, Street ears and 
intcrurban lines were blockaded until af- 
ternoon.

Goodrich Liner Destroyed Toy 


Flames Five Miles From 


Sheboygan. 


PASSENGEES AND CREW 


EESCUED BY SMALL TUG 


Crew Fonfflit Fire for Hours, But Conld 


ilakc no Headway—Smooth Sea 


Saves Lives-One Man 


Diwued. 


SFEBOYGAN, Wis., March 19.—With 


n crew of sixty men and two passengers 
aboard, the steamer Atlanta of the Good- 
rich Transportation company caught five 
five miles from shore just before noon 
yesterday. The crew, with the exception 
of one roan, nnd the two passengers es- 
caped in the slenmer's lifeboats and: were 
picked up by a Port Washington lishinj 
tug. 
From the tug they were trans- 


ferred to the steamer Georgia 
of the 


Goodrich line, and brought to this city. 
Of tlie sixty-two persons on board only 
one was lost. One man, in jumping from 
the hurricane deck to the tug beside the 
steamer, broke both legs, he being the 
only one injured. The steamer Atlanta 
ivill be a total loss. The. boat was burn- 
ed to the water's edge and the hull wns 
towed to the beach near Port Washing- 
ton. 


BOAT'S CHEW FIGHTS FLAMES. 


The Atlanta left this port for Milwau- 


kee at 10 o'clock yesterday morning. At 
11:15, when the boat had reached a point 
twelve miles south of Shoboygan 
and 


live miles from shore, the fire was discov- 
>red in the hold. It was located with dif- 
ficulty and by the time the fire fighters 
got down to the task of saving their lives 
and the $200,000 steamer, the flnjnes had 
gained great headway. 


Tho unequal light WHS kept up 
for 


more than an hour. Under the direction 
of Cnpt. MeCaulcy the men fought with 
the aid of tarpaulins and hose but to no 
effect. 
The fire had gained 
too great 


headway. 


At 1 o'clock Capt. McCaulcy decided 


that in order to save the lives of those 
on board it would he necessary to aban- 
don the steamer. By (his time a fishing 
tug from Port Washington was near (he 
burning steamer and there was practical- 
ly little danger of loss of life. The sea 
was calm and men who were amidst the 
scene of danger say that there was no 
sign of a panic. 


Sl^TKR BOAT TO K1CSCUE. 


.last as the crew and passengers were 


bing lowered into the lifeboats of the At- 
lanta, under the direction of the captain 
and his mates, the sister steamer of the 
Atlanta, ;he Georgia, from Milwaukee, 
hove into sight. Instead of waiting1 for 
the Georgia to come and relieve the life- 
boats of their burden, (lie oc-ctipants of 
the small boats were transferred to the 
fishing tug Tesslcr, owned by Smith Bros, 
of Port Washington. 


While the flames from 
the Atlanta 


were rising high, the Georgia came to the 
scene, of what might have been the worst 
lake disaster in years. The survivors on' 
board the diminutive tug were transferr- 
ed to tlie Georgia and brought back to 
this city. 


While the hull was .-till smoking it was 


towed toward shore, and beached by the 
tug Tesslcr. 


When Capt. JlcCaulry gave, his order 


to man the lifeboats, after the crew had 
fought the flames for more than an hour, 
there were only three'boats that could 
be used. Tlie others had fallen from the 
decks or worn burned. The rope fasten- 
ing.- were eaten up by the f!ame,s, releas- 
ing the small craft.

Jt was said by those 
hero last night that every man aboard 
kept his head and that there were no 
evidences of a panic except in the case of 
Michael Hickey, a deckhand, who drown- 
ed in making his escape from the flames. 
His home is not known to his shipmates.

Nels 
Nelson Hangs Himself 


After Beating His Wife 


While Intoxicated. 


Remorse over having liad trouble •with 


his wife while under .the influence of li- 
quor, and, discoloring one of her eyes, is 
believed to be the cause of Nels Nelson, 
a laborer, 44 years old, ending his life 
today, at his home, 1211 Seventeenth 
street. 


Mr. Nelson went out with a friend yes- 


terday and imbibed too freely. Coming 
home he was the worse off for liquor and 
a 
disturbance arose between the man 


and his wife, during which she received a 
black eyo. 


When 
Nelson became himself this 


morning and noticed the appearance of 
his wife he was very downhearted and 
sorry for what he had done. His actions 
aroused suspicion, but 
he managed to 


get away for half an hour, when his life- 
less 
body was found hanging 
from a 


joist in the cellar. He was cut down by 
a neighbor. 


NelHOn had secured a rope- and a camp 


chnir; repairing to tha dark cellar he 
tied the end of the i-opft to a beam, the 
other end to his'heck and kicked the 
chair awuy and strangled to deatlu 


The dead man was well known about 


the city having lived for many year's" in. 
the old Schlig building in the rear of the 
St. Luke's church. He leaves a wife and 
six children. It is said that he has a 
sniiill insurance on his life. 


Coroner Boyle went to the scene.of 


the tragedy and viewed the remains and 
will hold an inquest tomorrow. 


SUICIDE'S LAST "WORDS. 


The following note was found beside 


the body of the suicide, addressed to his 
wife, written in the Danish language: 


It ain't hard to die. I stand on the 


earth. The noose is ready nnd I am 
ready. We meet never more. 


I jump now.

The cli- 
mate and soil of Oregon seem specially 
suited to the growing of pansies, and 
they fluorish and increase there as they 
do in no other place in the world. 


"Of course. Oregon is famous for the 


well-known 'Oregon rose,' which may 
now be found in the conservatores and 
gardens of every country of tlio globe. 
The Oregon rose is peculiar to this state 
and where it came from originally no 
one can sny. It grown there in prodigal 
quantities and the less it is cultivated 
the greater it foetus to flourish. 
There 


.ire miles of these rose hedges in every 
pnrt of the stnte and Oregon Ls now more 
famous for its rose bushes than even 
Southern California. 
But the Oregon 


rose will soon have n formidable rival in 
the Oregon pansy, for millions of roots 
have boon planted within recent years 
nnd they have sprend with such marvel- 
ous rapidity thnt it will not be long be- 
fore they overrun the entire state. 


"I have seen it stated that in the culti- 


vation of these gigantic pansies electric- 
ity has been employed. I believe expe- 
riments on those lines have been made, 
but they have resulted in so little that 
was startling that they were soon aban- 
doned. Some growers, too. tried the ef- 
fects of the arc light, but apart from 
altering the colors of tho pansies the re- 
sults wore prncticnlly nil."

FAILS FOR $13,600,000

SHEBOYGAN, Wis., March 10.—With 


a crew of sixty men and two passengers 
aboard, the steamer Atlanta of the Good- 
rich Transportation company caught fire 
five miles from shore just before noon 
yesterday. The crew, with the exception 
of one man, and the two passengers es- 
caped iu the steamer's lifeboats and! were 
picked up by a Port Washington fishing 
tug. 
From the tug they 
were trans- 


ferred to the steamer 
Georgia 
of the 


Goodrich line, and brought to this city. 
Of the sixty-two persons on board only 
one was lost. One man, in jumping from 
the hurricane deck to the tug beside the 
steamer, broke both legs, he being the 
only one injured. The steamer Atlanta 
ivill be a total loss. The boat was burn- 
ed to the water's edge and the hull was 
towed to the beach near Port Washing- 
ton. 


BOAT'S CREW FIGHTS FLAMKS. 
The Atlanta left this port for Milwau- 


kee at 10 o'clock yesterday morning. At 
11:15, when the boat had reached a point 
twelve miles south of Sheboygan and 
five miles from shore, the fire was discov- 
ered in the hold. It was located with dif- 
ficulty anet by the time the fire fighters 
got down to the task of saving their lives 
and the $200,000 steamer, the flames had 
gaineel great headway. 


The tmcqital fight was kept up 
for 


nore than an hour. Undor the direction 
of Ca.pt. McCauley the men fought with 
the aid of tarpaulins and hose but to no 
cll'ect. Tlia fire had gained 
too great 


headway. 


At 1 o'clock dipt. McCauley decided 


that in order to save the lives of thos 
on board it would be necessary to aban- 
elon the steamer. J\v thi? time a fishing 
tug from Port Washington was near the 
burning steamer and there was practical- 
ly little danger of loss of life. The sea 
was calm and men who were amidst the 
scene of danger say that there was no 
sign of a panic. 


SIBTKR BOAT TO KESCUK. 


Just as tlie crew and passeiigcis were 


bing lowered into (.lie lifeboats of the At- 
lanta, under the direction of the captain 
anel liis mates, tlie sister steamer of the 
Atlanta, ^he Georgia, from 
Milwaukee, 


hove into sight. Instead of waiting for 
the Georgia to come and relieve the life- 
boats of their burden, the occupants of 
the smn.1l boats were transferred to the 
fishing tug Tessler, envned by Smith Bros, 
of Port Washington. 


While the flames from

Atlanta 


were rising high, the Georgia cnmc'to the 
scene of what might have been the worst 
lake eliriaster in years. Tlie survivors on 
board the diminutive tug were transferr- 
ed to the Georgia ami brought back to 
this city. 


While the hull was still smoking it was 


towed toward shore and beached by the 
tup Tesslev. 


When Capfc. McCauley gave, his order 


to man the lifeboats, after the crew had 
fought the flames for more than an hour, 
there were only three "boats that could 
be itecd. The others had fallen from the 
decks or were burned. The rope fasten- 
ings were eaten up by the flames, releas- 
ing the small craft.

Terdinand Hueser, aged 23 years, whilft 


crossing the Chicago & North-Western 
railway bridge, about 6:45 o'clock this 
morning, was struck by a south bound 
freight train and hurled to the ice on the 
river 60 feet below and instantly billed. 


Deceased was born October 29, 1883, in 


Hanover, Germany, and was 23 years bH.' 
Less than three months ago he came to 
Racine and was boarding with.his uncle, 
William Hueser, 1219 Washington ave- 
nue. He was employed at the Hilker- 
Wiechers Mfg. Co. Leaving his boarding 
place at the usual hour this morning ho 
started for his work, taking the Chicago* 
& Xorth-Western railway bridge to cross 
the river, hundreds of others doing tho 
same thing daily, it being the shortest 
way from the south to the west side. 


SAW HEADLIGHT OF EXGINE. 
The unfortunate man had reached » 


point where the bridge spans the river, 
it snowing hard at the time, when 
headlight of a 
locomotive pulling 


freight train flashed out in the distance. 
About the same time Engineer Hani- 
mann of the train saw the man. 
Im- 


mediately he sounded the danger whistle 
and was astonished to see the man turn 
and start south on the tracks, evidently 
expecting to reach a place of safety. 
Brakes were applied and 
every 
effort 


made to stop the train, but without 
avail, as the pilot hit the man and he 
was hurled off the tracks and fell to the 
ice below. 


Evidently the young man did not know 


of the ladders reaching from the track' 
to the abutments below, or he might 
have saved himself that way. It seems 
his only thought was to gain the opposite 
side of the bridge where hu conld run 
down the hill. 


The train was stopped for considerable 


time and then proceeded to Chicago, afte* 
the engineer reported the accident. 


REMAINS BROUGHT TO LAND. . 
Coroner Jonas Hoyle was notified, hur- 


ried to the scene and great difficulty was 
experienced in recovering the body" from 
the ice on the river which was thin and 
the body half submerged. One of the 
largo slides from an ice house WHS secur- 
ed and run out on the ice. Men walked 
out and placed a rope around the body 
and it was hauled to land and then the 
same trouble was had getting it up the 
steep hill. 


The remains were badly mangled. They 


were taken to the Aupi.-iino undertaking 
parlors and relatives notified. An inquest 
was held at 2 o'clock this afternoon. 


XKKD OF ADEQUATE BRIDGE. 


In speaking of the terrible tragedy on 


the North-Western bridge this morning, 
a prominent city official 
said to 
the 


Journal, as follows: 


The fact that a man was killed by 


crossing the North-Western 
railway 


bridge this morning, is another evidence 
of the great need of a bridge connecting 
Lafayette avenue with Herrick avenue. 
The pontoon bridge must of necessity be 
out of commission a irrest part of the 
season, aud consequently the pedestrians 
In order to reach their destination by • 
the shortest possible route must take the 
railroad bridge, anil they do in 99 caves 
out of 100. 


"While the pontoon bridge serves !ts 


purpose during a part of the year, it is 
but a temporary affair and can nerer •in- 
surer the purpose of a bridge, its service 
during List summer having produced elo- 
<]npnt proofs that there is a great deal of 
trnlnc in that section of the cifcy, more, 
perhnps, than the average citizen realises. 


"The people on the west side have for 


a long time been alive to this fact, and 
the only way for people, unacquainted 
with the conditions, to learn the true 
state of things, is to watch the number, 
of people crossing'the railroad bridge or 
the pontoon bridge when in commission; 
then they, no doubt, will realize the cry- 
ing need of » structure th«t will not only 
accommodate pedestrians, but. also irag. 
ons. 


"It is to-be earnestly hoped- that <otB«- 


thing oa.ii be done, and that it is done 
within the near future, in order to re- 
lieve the present state of affairs, inat- 
uvucli M there is now *n .opportunity of 
pUunng die old North Main street bridge 
in Ui«t locality."

WORST SINCE EDEN HORROR. 


The worst railroad wreck in Colorado 


since the memorable Eden disaster oc- 


1\vo passenger trains on the Denver 
& cm-red about 2 o'clock this niorniii" on 


TUo Grande railroad which were wrecked 
by a head end collision at 2:10 o'clock 
this morning a.t a point between-Beaver 
and Adobe about 28 miles west of'Pueblo. 
Part of the train was burned. 
Fifteen 


persons severely injured in the disaster 
arc lying on cots at St. Mary's hospital 
in this city with the prospect that some 
of thorn will be added .to the death list. 
For two and a half hours, half nude men 
thrown from their berths by the impact 
of the two trains rushing together, fran- 
tically tore at burning timbers endeavor- 
ing vainly to extricate scorching people 
who met an awful death. When the first 
relief train arrived from Pueblo 
there 


was little- in the curs that were burned 
to indicate that there had been precious 
freightage of human lives excepting piles 
of scorched flesh and smouldering bones. 


CROWDED WITH PASSENGERS. 
Passenger train No. ?> which started 


from Denver at 8 o'clock hist 
evening 


left this city soon after midnight heavi- 
ly loaded with passengers and pulled by 
engines 521) and 720. The forward coach 
of the hapless train was well tilled, in 
fact'-it was diilicult to find a seat any- 
where anil a number of passengers wore 
standing in the aisles. .Just as this train 
was rounding a. sharp curve between Bea- 
rer and Adobe train No. 16 cast bound 
running at a liigh rate of speed whirled 
around the curve and crashed into the 
heavy train 
which was 
climbing 
the 


sharp grnde. In an instant all was con- 
fusion. 
Passengers were 
.hurled' from 


their seats and coveied with splinters of 
wood and flying plnss. A moment litter 
the gas with which the train was lighted 
exploded nnd in an instant the wreckage 
was blazing fiercely. 


ONE 'MAN'S ~AWTUl7"DEATH. 


One man in the first coach of No. 3 


had managed to raise a window and had 
forced his body half way through when 
ho became lodged in the 
window. He 


fought fiercely for life but .each move- 
ment only wedged him the more tightly. 
The flames swept over him and left him 
writhing in agony. He cried out "For 
God's sake, and for the siike of my baby, 
shoot me." The 
onlookers, prevented 


from approaching the scene because of 
the intense heat, could do nothing to re- 
lieve" the man's sufferings. Finally a tim- 
ber from the roof of the car fell on his 
head, killing him. 


BUT TWO ESCAPED. 


The first four coaches of train No. 10 


were piled up, the greatest damage being 
done in the forward coach. It was where 
the worst havoc was wrought.

anyone in this coach escaped 
with 
his 


life. A majority of the bodies caught by 
the fire were reduced to a crisp. J. L.

Only one nuui on-thc eastbound train

East bound No. 10 crashed into west

cars on each train. The coaches at once 
took tiro and tile flames -completed' -the 
horror begun by the collision. The cause 
of the wreck is attributed to a failure to 
deliver orders to No. 10 so that No. ',', 
could pass. Some of the victims were 
pinioned under the wreckage and burned 
alive before help could reach them. Most 
of the injured were on No. 3 which was 
heavily laden. No. 10 carried compara- 
tively few passengers and these escaped 
generally, with slight injuries.
